Gunnison, Colo. will be the place of the first day of issue of the 
second stamp of three in the announced Wildlife Conservation set. 
There, on June 22, will come the 3c design picturing pronghorn an- 
telopes on the type range on which they are usually found. The re- 
lease will come in conjunction with the annual convention of the 
Colorado Division of the Izaak Walton League. The first of the Wild- 
lifes was also a 3c, picturing a wild turkey, which had its debut at 
Fond du Lac, Wis. during the annual convention and exhibition of 
the Wisconsin Federation of Stamp Clubs. 





“Pronghorn Antelope,” arranged 
in two lines, appears to the left 
of the design slightly below the 
center, in dark Gothic. 

This design was reproduced from 
a drawing by Bob Hines, Artist of 
Fish and Wildlife Service, U.S. De« 
partment of the Interior. 

Stamp collectors desiring first 
day cancellations of the 3c Prong- 
horn Antelope stamp may send a 
reasonable number of Ralreasell 
envelopes to the Postmaster, Gune- 
nison, Colo., with money order re- 
mittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed. An enclosure 
of medium weight should be placed 
in each envelope and the flap 
either sealed or turned in. 

The outside envelope to the 
Postmaster should be endorsed 
“First Day Covers.” 

The Pronghorn is a goat-antelope 
(Antilocapra americana) found on 
the plains of western North 
America. It is also known by the 
French Canadians as cabree. Orig- 
inally it ranged from the Missouri 
River to the Pacific Coast, and 
from the Saskatchewan River te 
the interior of Mexico. 

Its habitat is generally on the 
open plains or broad valleys. 

The Pronghorn is about 4% feet 
long and three feet high. It is yel- 
lowish brown above and white be- 
low; there are brown and white 
markings on the head, and the

tical approach, in dealing in all 
kinds of errors. I have been a 
collector, too, for a long time and 
in my opinion there is’ not too 
much diffierence when handling er- 
rors, whether you want to put 
them into your collection or into 
your stock. I like the unsual and 
that’s why I am always intrigued 
by such items which come my 
way. 

Over the many years I have 
been active with stamps as a col- 
lector as well as a dealer. I have 
read, heard, and seen quite a few, 
but there is always something new 
under the sun. When I am offered 
an error -the crucial question is 
always, “‘Is it a known error listed 
in any of the numerous specialized 
catalogues on the market, or is it 
not. In the case of a listed error 
the situation is relatively simple, 
because catalogues 
which mention errors price them 
too. Once you know roughly what 
a given stamp is worth all you 
have to do is examine it carefully 
to decide whether it is bona fide. 

If I arrive at a favorable con- 
clusion and the price is right, I 
buy the error without hesitation. 
You, as a collector should similar- 
ly add worthwhile errors that will 
enhance the value of your collec- 
tion. In case you hit upon a sup- 
posed error you cannot find listed 
anywhere don’t come to the con- 
clusion that you have necessarily 
a dubious item in front of you or 
a stamp which has been tampered 
with to create a fake error. 


People are becoming more ar- 
dent students of philately and 
many errors have been discovered 
years after a certain stamp has 
been issued. Take for instance U.S. 
No. 832, the $1 Wilson with the in- 
correct U.S.I.R. (Revenue) water- 
mark. Scores of this error must 
have been unkowingly destroyed 
or rested undiscovered in numerous 
collections before it came to light. 
When you are confronted with 
an error you have to consider the 
following three factors: 1. the type 
of error 2. country of origin; and 
3. the asking price. As to the Type 
of Error it is not only important 
to discern whether you are dealing 
with a known or unknown error, 
it is also essential that you con- 
sider its very nature.

E For our part, we would have asked 
nor expected no more. For our part we 
have our own business to attend to, we 
would have refused any suggestion that we 
might have served as a judge or in any 
§ other capacity that would require any extra- 
ordinary effort. We were able however to

something we would have been proud to go 
: all out for in every way. I confess that in 
: so far as I was concerned personally, that 
: I gave little thought to any special effort. 

; + If FIPEX could get along without the Phil- 
GEORGE W. LINN atelic Press, then I felt that the Philatelic 
‘ Press could get along without FIPEX. 
Perhaps they have, but we of the Press must feel that through the 
united efforts of our various publications we could have perhaps in- 
fluenced a great many more collectors to visit this show. 

In this show as in previous ones we did support them by a pledge of 
$1000 to the guarantee fund. In previous shows we have contributed 
by membership in the Association for Stamp Exhibitions, and were 
always liberal with publicity space. 

From our point of view we must feel that the failure to recognize 
the Philatelic Press has been a grave error on the part of those who 
were responsible. The only out we can see for this committee is that 
they must have classed the Philatelic Press as tradesmen as they class 
the stamp dealers and thus refused to recognize them. 

We are happy however that the stamp collecting public is made up 
of a more fair-minded group of people. This is evidenced by the fact 
that Linn’s Weekly Stamp News is the most favored of all stamp publi- 
cations of the world. This is apparent from the fact that its paid circu- 
lation is almost 50% greater than that of any other competitor. This 
alone is sufficient recognition for us and it comes from the rank and 
file of the collecting public. After all, what greater honor can any- 
one ask? 

My second protest might better be made by someone who knows 
much more about the facts than I but I do know enough to speak and 
through our columns I am able to reach the greatest number of collec- 
tors and dealers who will doubtless agree with what I am about to write. 

A check over the list of contributors to the Guarantee Fund for 
FIPEX will readily reveal the fact that the greater part of the money 
pledged for this FIPEX came from the Stamp Dealers of America. 
Add to this the fact that the greater part, in fact almost all of the many 
thousands of dollars paid for booths at the show came from the stamp 
dealers of the world, the greater part of course from America. 

On top of this is the fact that the men best able to judge a show of 
this nature are among the top dealers of America and abroad. 

I am not alone in this belief. I have had several letters from men 
of high standing in the philatelic world who feel as I do. Let me quote 
a bit from one such letter. ‘‘Re — the Jury — I am only concerned 
with those from this country. There are a few who are tops such as 
Ed Jessup, Harold Brooks and Emerson Krug, but there are others. 
In my opinion — What a Jury!!!’ 

“Edwin Mueller knows his stuff and I believe him to be 100% honest. 
Here is a man who knows foreign stamps as few experts know them. 
He is the type who should be on a Jury of this kind, but because he is 
a dealer he is non-eligible. What a damn lot of nonsense. Among those 
from the U. S. do we find such names as Carroll Chase, Stanley Ash- 
brook, Elliott Perry, Lester Brookman and how many others we both 
could name.” 

“I agree that men of the Philatelic Press should have been given 
every opportunity to participate in every was possible.”’ 

So much for another man’s opinion. 

Besides the names mentioned above any stamp man who has been 
associated with the hobby for many years past could name many more 
able and capable men. Let us name a few, just to dd to the list. How 
about Fritz Billig, Colonel Usticke, George Sloan, Philip Ward, Ezra 
Cole, Daniel Kelleher, B. H. Homan, the Harmers, and the Harmer, 
Rooke organizations. Besides, both of these latter firms employ experts 
who break up such collections as the Caspary Collection and prepare 
them for auction. There are capable men in these firms who outshine 
99% of the collectors on any Jury for these men handle and see and 
know more stamps than any of them, yet men of this calibre are denied 
recognition simply because in the British society they are tradesmen, 
not fit to associate with the elite. 

What the American stamp public should recognize is that this cus- 
tom was imported from Great Britain some years ago. Also that in 
1776 we demonstrated to the British that this was a democratic country 
and we. should not let that idea down. If our American dealers assert 
themselves like Walter Hagan the great golfer once did they can elimi- 
nate this class distinction, and when another show is held receive the 
recognition they and the collecting public are entitled to. That is to 
have the best and most able men to judge their collections. 

Several years ago when Walter Hagan went to Britain to play golf 
he arrived at the club and started to enter the front door. He was 
stopped by a flunkey who advised him that he being a professional must 
enter the tradesmen’s door. Hagan promptly picked up his clubs and 
walked away. 

It took but a few minutes quick action to roll out the red carpet and 
bring him in the front door. 

What we need on the part of American dealers is for them to take 
par — sort of action when the occasion occurs again and we think it 
Ww lone. . 
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“Boy! That fellow sure has a hot 


temper. All I did was to sell him 
my box lunch instead of the kilo 
mixture!” 


Notes From The 


Italian Area 


Pierson Ostrow 


A living character out of dead 
fiction, a first-day date that wasn’t 
legal, an historic arena and a 
modern engineer, and an old set of 
stamps with new surprises - all 
combine to give us current news 
from the Italian. area. 








Ten years after issue the 1945 
Postage Due set of Vatican City 
continues to provide special in- 
terest—and surprises—for the Vati- 
can specialist. Originally, the set 
was issued with thin-lined back- 
ground. 

A year later, it was re-issued 
with thick-lined background. Now 
it develops that at least three of 
the values—20c, 1 and 5 Lire—exist 
on a coarse, grayish paper. All 
three are being chronicled in the 
Italian catalogues and will, no 
doubt, find place in most Vatican 
specialized catalogs. The 5-L 
stamp is quite scarce. 





Some confusion has been created 
by the peculiar circumstances sur- 
rounding the issue of Italy’s recent 
Presidential Visit airmail. First- 
day covers reaching this country 
showed a cancel dated February 
26, whereas cachets made mention 
of February 24, First advices con- 
firmed the date of issue as Feb- 
ruary 24, 

Now, painfully, the rest of the 
story becomes available. The 
stamp was placed on sale on Feb- 
ruary 24, but it wasn’t valid for 
postal use until February 26! Here 
is a procedure that appears to be 
unique. Apparently the purpose of 
this strange schedule was to give 
collectors and others opportunity 
to prepare flight covers for the 
February 26 special airmail flight 
to the United States.

The discussion about the postal 
facilities at the FIPEX station post 
office of recent weeks has brought 
on a question about the one at the 
Columbia Exposition in Chicago in 
1893. Luckily, I happened to re- 
member a_ piece which Leslie 
Lawitz of the Roosevelt Philatelic 
Society of Chicago had written on 
that subject in the club’s “Straight 
Edge’’. It reads — 

The postal station at the Colum- 
bian Exposition was located in the 
United States Government Build- 
ing. If- the present 60th St. could 
be extended thru Jackson Park, 
the intersection with the present 
South Shore Drive would mark the 
location of that building. 

The station was opened officially 
on May 1, 1893 and occupied 5000 
square feet in the southwest corner 
of the building. It was officially de- 
signated as a branch of the Chi- 
cago post office under the jurisdic- 
tion of the postmaster of Chicago. 
It was fully equipped with the 
latest and most improved postal 
furniture and fixtures and was de- 
signed as a model officé in every 
respect. The arrangement was that 
of a complete post office with the 
same facilities as that of an office 
serving 150,000 inhabitants. It had 
a wholesale and retail stamp de- 
partment, money order and regis- 
try department, box and general 
delivery with separate windows for 
ladies and gentlemen, carrier de- 
livery and an inquiry department. 
Approximately 70 people were em- 
ployed there. 

There were 153 street letter 
boxes: located on the grounds and 


and as well engraved. But that|N. Y. 


in the buildings. Four horses and 
wagons were used for collections 
and deliveries on the grounds as 
well as to and from the railway 
Station. 

Transmission of the mail to the 
central post office was provided 
by Illinois Central Railroad 
which built two special model cars 
fully equipped for proper and 
prompt handling and distribution 
of the mail. se cars made ten 
round-trips daily between the fair 
and the main post office. The Co- 
lumbian Exposition post office con- 
tinued in operation until the close 
of the Fair on October 30, 1893. 

It might be stated further that 
the Exposition Station had its own 
special postmark which _ read, 
“WORLD’S STAIR STA. Chicago, 
Ill.” Lots of times one can find 
postal cards mailed by visitors to 
the stay-at-homes on which there 
is both the 1c Columbian stamp, 
and the Exposition Station cancel- 
lation,

Albany Exhibition

The Ex-Presidential Series 


To date we have covered the 
Presidential series from the %%c 
through the 9c, twelve different 
denominations. In appearance, a 
change takes place in that from 














the 10c on a single frame out- 
lines the profile design that was 
not present in the earlier de- 
nominations. 


Compared with most other de- 
nominations above 3c, the 10c 
has had quite a few plate num- 
bers, 18 in all, for a period of 18 
years. The 10c is a common de- 
nomination frequently used in 
parcel post. In fact, for the re- 
mainder of the Presidential se- 
ries, no other denomination has 
had the use of so many plate 
numbers. The closest approach 
is the 15c with almost equal use, 
having had 17 numbers, and the 
20c with 13. 


Most of the common denomina- 
tions ending with a five and a 
zero are frequented and conven- 
ient values to use in package and 
parcel mailing. From here on we 
will note the extreme contrast 
on the frequency and use of the 
odd denominations between 10c

Lufthansa Trade 
Mark On Stamps 


A stylized sea-bird, first used on 
German stamps 20 years ago was 
introduced once again last April 1 
by the German Bundespost, mark- 
ing the rebirth of the Deutsche 
Lufthansa, one of the world’s great 
pre-war airlines. 

Designed by Muller and Blase, 
of Bonn, the new set features a 
symbol that has been familiar to 
air-travelers. throughout the world 
since Lufthansa’s origina] begin- 
ning in 1926. 

The new set includes the follow- 
ing denominations: 5 pfennig 
lilac; 10pf. green; 15pf. blue, and 
20pf. red. On each stamp the Luft- 
hansa sea-bird is shown in white. 
A “shadow” of the bird and the 
numeral of value appear in the 
lower left corner of the rectangle 
both in black. 


Prepared by the Bundespost for 
use on all airmail originating in 
Germany, the new adhesive is the 
first valued stamp to be issued by 
the an post office since 1944. 
The mail is now being carried 
throughout Europe aboard Luft- 
hansa Super Convair 340’s and 
over the North Atlantic to New 
York and Chicago on giant, long 
range Super G Constellations. Late 
this summer 1956 the German air- 
line wili again fly a route it pio- 
neered back in 1934 - Germany to 
South America - thus expanding 
its airmail service even more. In 
September additional service to 
the Middle East (Teheran, Beirut, 
Istanbul) is also planned. 


The original German Lufthansa 
was founded on January 7, 1926 as 
the result of a‘ merger between 
several independent air transport 
companies. it soon expanded and 
developed until it was one of the 
leading aviation services on the 
Continent. 
On the line’s 10th anniversary 
the German post office issued a 
commemorative stamp, dark blue 
with 40 pfennig value. The adhe- 
sive featured a centered picture 
of a then-modern Junkers airliner. 
The stylized sea-bird, which had 
by that time been adapted as the 
Lufthansa insignia and trade-mark, 
appeared just below the airplane 
in a tiny panel. 
In 1944 three mcre stamps were 
issued for airmail service. Each 
pictured different contemporary 
planes used by the German airline

and included the familiar sea-bird 
emblem. 

After the war in 1945 Lufthansa 
service was discontinued by Allied 
order for ‘‘at least ten years” 
thus eliminating airmail stamp 
production. On May 1, 1948 how- 
ever, when Allied air lines were 
beginning to connect major West 
German cities with the rest of the 
world, the Bundespost prepared a 
small blue sticker, without value, 
for identifying air mail. And, al- 
though there was no Lufthansa at 
that time the sea-bird was selected 
as the most appropriate design. 


Wasting -very little time, the new 
Lufthansa was reborn on August 6, 
1954 almost-ten years to the day 
after operations were discontinued 
in 1945. Plans were made imme- 
diately for entry into several in- 
ternational airports, in order that 
service might start as soon as pos- 
sible. 

With the help of an American 
and British airline each of which 
supplied flight captains and main- 
tenance crews, regular commer- 
cial service was begun anew on 
April 1, 1955. First flights originat- 
ed in Hamburg, Frankfurt 
Dusseldorf and terminated in such 
cities as New York, London and 
Madrid.

The country remained in a very 
unsettled condition until it was 
formally annexed to the Cape 
Colony by an Act of the Cape 
Legislature in 1871. This arrange- 
ment soon proved completely un- 
satisfactory to the Basuto who re- 
mained in a state of near rebel- 
lion. 

In 1880, the Cape authorities 
brought the situation to a climax 
by deciding to disarm the Basuto 
comp.etelv.

The Disarmament Act was re- 
pealed, but certain fines had to be 
paid by the Basuto. This did not 
go down well wit several chiefs 
who refused to submit. In 1884, the 
Cape government was more than 
happy to wash its hands of the 
whole affair and handed over the 
administration of Basutoland to 
the Imperial Government.

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Libya Leads Arab 
Fipex Exhibitors 


The Arab world’s newest inde- 
pendent state and junior member 
of the Arab League and Postal 
Union, the United Kingdom of Li- 
bya, has been the first Arab Mid- 
dle East country to meet full re- 
quirements for an exhibit at 

Libya, whose federal union is 
admirably expressed on her cur- 
rent definitives (the palm branch, 
olive tree and wheat sheaf, sym- 
bolizing Cyrenaica, Tripolitania 
and Fezzan, beneath the royal 
crown and superscription of H. M. 
King Idris I) has had very few 
general or commemorative issues 
since the proclamation of inde- 
pendence, in 1951. This means that 
the postal authorities will be able 
to show the country complete and 
perhaps in full sheets, although it 
is problematical how many of the 
rare 1951 overprint errors, of the 
first issue, remain in Post Office 
hands. j 

Egypt has also signified her in- 
tention of exhibiting at FIPEX, 
and it will be interesting to see if 
the Arab world’s oldest country 
and youngest republic will restrict 
her display to postal issues of the 
new Egypt, since 1952. 

The Syrian Postmaster General 
spent months trying to cut the red 
tape which has hitherto prevented 
Syria from exhibiting abroad, but 
he received Cabinet approval too 
late to meet the FIPEX deadline. 

Lebanon’s laws require a Presi- 
dential Decree to permit a showing 
of post office stock outside the 
country, with a private person 
taking the responsibility and pay- 
ing the expenses. Again, this was 
not authorized in time for FIPEX, 
and similar reasons prevented 
other Arab Middle East states 
from exhibiting. 

The writer is taking steps to 
bring this situation to the attention 
of next year’s 4th Arab Postal 
Union Congress, in Libya, in the 
hope that a uniform law will be 


06| recommended to all member 


states’ governments to facilitate 
pan-Arab participation in all fu- 
ture such exhibitions. 


Lebanon P.O. 
Cancels on Fiscals. 


Several Middle East collectors 
have asked the writer about Le- 
banese fiscal stamps with regular 
postal cancellations. 

The explanation is that local 
registry (now expanded to include 
all A.P.U. countries) requires 
12%4pi. in additional postal frank- 
ing, above the normal fee for the 
letter in question plus a 5pi. fiscal 
stamp, handed to the P.O. clerk 
with, but not attached to, the let- 
ter to be registered. The clerk af- 
fixes the fiscal stamp to the re- 
ceipt and cancels it at the same 
time and with the same postal 
cancellation, as the letter.

There is also another way fiscals 
get postal cancels in Lebanon.

notice is registered, with regular 
black-and-white registry . sticker. 

If a second notice or reminder is 
required, the registry sticker is a 
black-and-red one, i.e. on red pa- 
per! The P.O. form listing postal, 
customs and other charges must 
carry a 5pi. revenue at the bottom, 
and this gets the special parcel 
post cancellation when the fees are 
paid and the package is delivered 
to the addressee. 

Lebanon’s current fiscals, by the 
way, usually show the facade of 
Beit ed-Din Palace or the ruins 
of Baalbek, which also apjear on 
numerous postage stamps. The im- 
print at the bottom of the revenues 
is the same as on the postal items, 
i.e. either “I.C., Beyrouth’ (the 
Catholic Press, Beirut) or ‘Imp. 
Saikali” (Saikali Press) ‘at the 
right and ‘‘P. Koroleff’’ (Lebanon’s 
principal postage stamp designer) 
at the left. 

Baalbek, most of whose 60-foot 
Temple of Jupiter pillars came 
down in previous earthquakes dur- 
ing the past 1800 years, leaving 
only six shown on the stamps, was 
not damaged during the March 
1956 quake, which destroyed 300 
villages in central Lebanon. 

Beit ed-Din Palace, however, 
near the center of the earthquake 
zone, was badly cracked and is 
now propped up by scaffolding to 
prevent its collapse. 

Beirut, the Lebanese capital, on 
the eastern shore of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, totally destroyed by 
earthquakes in Roman days, only 
got a minor shaking this time, but 
enough to send the writer scurry- 
ing for open ground. Needless to 
say, the principal album of his 
complete collection of Yemen was 
among the few essential papers 
and diaries hastily thrown into a 
briefcase for evacuation from the 
swaying building. 


Egypt Bars Study 
Near Completion. 


A great many more stateside 
and British Commonwealth col- 
lectors have written concerning 
the long-overdue Egypt bars study 
which the writer has been working 
on since 1955. 

To be perfectly frank, it is the 
toughest, most unrewarding, and 
most frustrating field of philatelic 
research imaginable. This is due 
to a number of factors, chief 
among them being the failure of 
Egyptian philatelists or postal. of- 
ficials to keep any records of the 
different authentic bar types used 
by three different government 
presses, or to properly record the 
types and quantities of basic 
stamps legitimately overprinted. 

Another stumbling block is the 
blackout of honest information 
concerning ‘‘rare’’ ‘‘scarce’’ items 
of questionable legitimacy, or 
precise data on the principal types 
of clever counterfeits well known 
to Egyptian experts. 

Lastly, most Egypt specialists, 
particularly in the United King- 
dom, where the bulk of interest 
in Egyptian stamps is concentrat- 
ed, have grown disgusted at the 
artificial creation of questionable 
items through direct or indirect 
arrangements between print shop 
or postal personnel and unscrupu- 
lous local dealers, and have boy- 
cotted the whole field. 

In spite of these difficulties, 
however, the study has gone for- 
ward almost to completion and 
will be submitted ‘for publication, 
probably during the coming month 
of May. It will include a complete 
listing of all recognized major 
overprints, approximately 103 nor- 
mal (3 bars), and 71 double or 
triple (6 or 9 bars), together with 
4 minor varieties, and 26 question- 
able items, plus descriptions of 
principal bar types, counterfeits, 
and market values. 

Perhaps the principal reason im- 
pelling the writer to persevere in 
this study is the fact that in spite 
of all the chicanery which went on 
around the edges, the basic issue 
was entirely a bona-fide and non- 
philatelic one, and it provides, in 


specimens and inexpensive mint 
of non-speculative low 
values, a fascinating field of real 
philatelic research Thus, with all 
their drawbacks, Egypt’s bars are 
“there to stay’’, and, excluding the 
speculative ‘‘album weeds”? found 
among the questionable items, 
have a legitimate place in Egypt-

Following the recent disastrous 
earthquake in central Lebanon 
which left thousands homeless, 
Parliament has considered numer- 
ous ways to raise relief and re- 
construction funds. In addition to 
probable emergency taxes on 
movie tickets, motor vehicles and 
luxury items it has been proposed 
that either a-compulsory postal 
tax stamp on all mail matter be 
enforced for a limited time or that 
a semipostal series be released, 
with surtax going to the earth- 
quake victims. Whichever is adopt- 
ed, a special definitive or over- 
printed series of new Lebanese 
stamps is indicated, 


As of 28 March 1956 the official 
in charge of stamp production for 
the Yemen Post Office . Depart- 
ment, reported that stocks of 1, 2, 
3, 4 and 6 bogash stamps of all is- 
sues, the most-used values, are 
almost exhausted and that a new 
set has been requested to replace 
the remainders now on hand. It is 
customary to surcharge surpluses 
of low values with 4 bogash provi- 
sional overprints, and when basic 
adhesives are no -.onger available 
for this service, things arc getting 
critical indeed in Taiz and Sana’a.

YEMEN AIR LETTER 
(Continued from page 1) 





In Yemen, new issues are locked 
in royal palace vaults and only is- 
sued against cash-in-advance pay- 
ments by postmasters, usually 
after long delays, and by special 
royal permission. Since 90% of 
local postmasters’ needs are for 4 
bogshah stamps for inland letters, 
no one saw fit to requisition the 
stationery, which, actually, was in 
6 and 10 bogshah denominations, 
not 4 and 6, as reported outside. 

The writer, also a worldwide 
postal stationery collector, had 
been negotiating for more than six 
months with friends in the Taiz 
General Post Office to get even a 
smell of the new envelopes. 

On April 5, like a bolt out of 
the blue, two letter sheets turned 
up in his American University of 
Beirut P.O. box, with the inside 
of one of them inscribed as fol- 
lows: 

“Taiz, Yemen 
28-3-56 
Dear Mr. Conde: 
« « On my arrival in Taiz on 5 
February 1956, His Majesty was 
in Hodeida, and he is still there. 
On 10 February 1956 I sent an 
application to His Majesty for 
stamps and envelopes. Today his 
servant came from Hodeida and 
issued the stamps and 50 letter 
sheets, only, of 10 bogshah air 
mail, and 50 of 6 bogshah. There is 
no 4 bogshah. 
I sent another letter for the rest 
of the sheets available. 
I sent two of the 10 and two of 
the 6 bogshah to the U.S. and two 
of each to France, as you mention- 
ed in your letter, and I am send- 
ing you only one each herewith. 
Please excuse me, because I had 
to use most of the others. I also 
made on the covers the First Day 
of Issue cancellation. ... 
The official who wrote this letter 
later reported success in getting

amount of 500 of the 6, and 250 of 
the 10 bogshah, out of a reputed is- 
sue of 1000 of each. 

It seems that although special 
lightweight paper was not used, 
the 10 bogshah airmail sheet, with- 
out enclosures, may be allowed to 
function in lieu of the 12 bogshah 
minimum airmail fee to the Arab 
countries, for it arrived in Beirut 
without additional adhesives or 
due stamps affixed. 

Both sheets, on medium weight; 
unwatermarked, bluish-tinted pa- 
per, measure 28 x 17 cm, with 1% 
cm gummed flap. They are pre- 
folded at 7 cm from top and bot- 
tom, and through the center, re- 
sulting in a cover face of approxi- 
mately 134% x 9 cm, with imprinted 
stamp in upper right corner 7 mm 
in from the margin. 

The air letter stamp is an exact 
reproduction of the design of 
Scott’s C-14 (scarlet) regular air- 
mail adhesive, but the color is a 
little darker, while the ordinary 
letter sheet is similarly provided 
with a reproduction of Scott’s 
ordinary postage adhesive No. 84 
(deep blue); but the bluish tinted- 
background makes the blue appear 
much deeper, and the whole effect 
is that of a much more attractive 
stamp than the adhesive. 

By a rare and inexplicable coin- 
cidence, the P.O.’s first day of 
issue cancel is fairly legible on 
these covers. 

Taiz’ battered old handstamp, 


4 whose date cylinder seems to have 


undergone many home-made re- 
pairs in the past half-dozen years, 
is seldom readable, .and the dates 
expressed nowadays are usually 
baffling in any case, because the 
Yemen Post Office Department

= s Yemen have an airmail 
service, or are these merely ‘phil- 
atelic’ items?” is the legitimate 
question airpost colleckrs might 
ask about the new air letter sheets. 

A few facts about this almost un- 
known land (which. last November, 
signed its first and only foreign 
concession—to an American oil 
company) and its postal and phil- 
atelic status may serve to answer 
this and other questions of general 
collectors. 

The Mutawakelite Kingdom of 
Yemen, in southwestern Arabia, 
south of Saudi Arabia and north 
of Aden, has an area of 75,000 sq. 
mi, and a population of approxi- 
mately 5,000,000. The land is most- 
ly mountainous, with peaks rising 
to 14,000 feet, and its economy is 
almost entirely based on agricul- 
ture, with the world’s choicest cof- 
fee—Mokha—grown on the moun- 
tain terraces up to 7000 or 8000 
we in elevation as its chief prod- 
uct. ; 

It is an _ absolute’ theocratic 
monarchy. The ;resent ruler is 
His Majesty the Imam Ahmad ibn 
Yahia ibn Mohammed Hamid ud- 
Din, who ascended the throne on 
February 18, 1948.(commemorated 
by Scott’s No. 80 of 1952). 

Yemen’s first stamps were 
crudely-produced locals, the ““Jam- 
biya”’ or ‘‘Dagger’’ issue of 1926. 
Her subsequent issues have been 
printed in Berlin, Lomdon, Paris, 
Philadelphia, Vienna and Rome, 
respectively. The air letter sheets 
were printed in Rome in 1953 along 
with the definitive adhesives of 
the same design. 

Airmail service is handled local- 

ly by the Imam’s fleet of nine 
Swedish-piloted aircraft of the 
Yemen National Airlines, with con- 
nections being made with interna- 
tional airmail flights at the British 
crown colony of Aden “‘south of the 
border’, or at Asmara, Ethiopia, 
just across the Red Sea. 
Both of the new letter sheets can 
see extensive commercial use, for 
even before the Yemen-American 
oil concession was signed there 
were 6000 first class local letters 
mailed daily, plus 2500 first class 
foreign letters and 100 riyals or 
Ahmadi ($70 U.S.) worth of foreign 
airmail dispatched weelly. This 
may seem very little by American 
standards, but it attests to the 
existence of and need for a bona- 
fide regular and airmail postal 
service. 

If what happened in Saudi Ara- 
bia following signing of the ARAM- 
CO concession is any criteria, 
Yemeni airmail use will probably 
increase several thousand percent 
in the near future and continue 
to rise rapidly thereafter, due to 
the influx of American oil com- 
pany personnel. As Yemen’s 
stamps. are more attractive than 
the Saudi kingdom‘s, a great in- 
crease in their popularity with col- 
lectors will probably also result 
from the increased contacts with 
America. 

Would-be purchasers of the new 
aerogram and letter-sheet at the 
present time, however, should not 
expect the low face value (20c and 
12c, respectively) of these items 
to mean that they will be easy to 
get, for in a land without banks, 
stamp dealers or philatelists (the 
king’s stamp-collecting brother, H. 
R. H. Prince Seif al-Islam Ismail 
is now living out of the country, 
in Cairo) even new issues habitual- 
ly wholesale at about double face 
when they finally percolate out. 
The Beirut dealer who special- 
izes in Yemen wholesaling has ad- 
vised the writer that he will try 
to get several hundred of the new 
sheets for normal standing orders

The other four went, respective- 
ly, to “L’Entier Postal’ of Paris, 
organ of the Association des Col- 
lectioneurs d*Entiers Postaux, and 
to Monsieur A. Cocatre, secretary 
of the assocfation and chief editor 
of its monthly bulletin.

Fine Articles In 
April A.P. “Annals” 


The April 1956 number of the 
“Aero Philatelist Annals” con- 
rcludes Vol. 3 of this quarterly 
magazine. Its 32 pages treat the 
early airmail stamps of six coun- 
tries. 

The lea@ article describes and 
profusely illustrates a variety 
that was sold of the first airmail 
of the United States. The 24c red 
and blue of 1918 produced a few 
varieties where the central por- 
tion with the plane was printed 
so low that it covers most of the 
legend “U.S. Cents” on the frame. 
This is called the “grounded 
plane variety”. 

The first non-official airmail 
stamp that carried mail was the 
German stamps of 1909-1912. 
Documentary evidence is illus- 
trated in this article showing the 
events related to one of the first 
in airpost history. Another first 
airmail is described, Italy Cl, the 
1917 flight stamp, that was the 
world’s first government-issued 
air stamp. After close to 40 years, 
the first error in the overprint 
has been discovered. 

Another famous airmail, No. 1 
of Uruguay, issued in March 1921, 
is thoroughly treated showing 
that few first flight covers have 
survived. 

Irving I. Green, Honduras spe- 
cialist, offers documentary evi- 
dence on the 1930 provisional 
issue showing that many errors 
were discovered during the sur- 


{ charging, but because of a short- 


age of airmail stamps, the sheets 
erroneously surcharged had to 
to be placed on sale. 

Jacob S. Glaser has an inter- 
esting article on the 1923 SCA- 
DTA issue of Columbia, explain- 
ing why secret dots had to be 
printed on these stamps.

LIBERTY ISSUE 


I never criticize our country’s 
stamps. However I was rather 
disappointed when the 1%4c Lib- 
erty turned out to be a horizontal 
format stamp. I was afraid it 
would be the only one in the set 
that way. However now that the 
20c is also that way it helps a 
little. 

Quite possibly one or two of 
the remaining stamps will be 
horizontal in design. 

To precancel collectors the 144c 
is somewhat of a thorn in their 
side. For the trend of a lot of 
them, who do not want to collect 
generally, is to save the four low 
values most likely to be used 
from a town — the ec, lc, l¥ec 
and 2c. 

There just doesn’t seem to be 
much of a way that these items 
can be mounted to balance up 
on a page. Nonetheless there can 
be little criticism of the design 
and workmanship on the 1c 
stamp. It is a beauty. 


LIBERTY PRECANCELS. 


Two of the first 14%2c values 
to come our way were from 
Mount Clemems, Mich., and In- 
glewood, Calif. The latter from 
an auction list of Authur Sprano 
of that city. %c Liberties were 
also with both of the above items.

white buttocks are said to gleam 
in the sun at a long distance. 

The shape of the body is deer- 
like, but more robust; the head is 
carried erect, while the bounding 
gait and the alert air are gazelle- 
like. The animal differs from the 
true antelopes and from all other 
ruminants in the total absence of 
false hoofs and in the remarkable 
nature of its horns, which are de- 
ciduous. . 

_ Presently, the pronghorn is con- 
fined to the open plains and thinly 
wooded parks and valleys of the 
western mountains. It is suspicious 
and timid and liable to panic when 
it will dance up and down; but 
when once away goes at a leaping 
pace which few greyhounds can 
outstrip. 

Early in spring the does sepa- 
rate from the winter herd and in 
some retired spot bring forth us- 
ually two kids. The does and kids 
soon gather into bands for mutual 
assistance in resisting their foes, 
and in early autumn are joined by 
the bucks, whose horns are new 
and who engage in fierce contests 
for the possession of the does.

scarcity or non-scarcity of any 
philatelic item, regular stamp or 
error. Errors of countries where 
they are plentiful command les- 
ser prices than those of countries 
where errors rarely turn up. 


To illustrate this point let us 
examine twoe xtreme s, name- 
ly Croatia and Vatican City. 
Croatia, a short-lived stamp pro- 
ducing country, is rather unpopu- 
lar and during her short existence 
brought forth a plethora of all 
sorts of imperforates and oddities, 
all very dubious and usually 
produced in tremendous quantities. 
Small wonder that few collec- 
tors want such material of 
Croatia and it is practically unsale- 
able even at very low prices. I 
personaly am not eager to buy 
them, no matter how cheap they 
may be. This is one extreme of 
undesirable errors. 


Now we turn to the opposite, 
namely errors of Vatican City 
which are most desirable. As 
everybody knows the stamps of 
Vatican City are immensely popu- 
lar and very much in demand. 
The collectors of topicals want 
them (religious subjects}, the in- 
vestors like them! (prices go up 
steadily), and the general collec- 
tors want them, because they are 
of beautiful design, don’t cost too 
much (with the exception of just 
one set, No. 35-40), and the entire 
country is relatively easy to com- 
plete. 


Most Vatican City enthusiasts 
have their collections up to date 
and it is a simple matter to: in- 
duce them to add a few errors 
which will enhance the value of 
their collections. Thus there is a 
ready market for Vatican errors 
most of which will sell on sight. 
Consequently dealers pay very lit- 
tle for Croatia errors but will pay 
— prices for those of Vatican 

ity. 


Within the limited space of this 
three-part article I think we have 
covered the most important as- 
pects of errors, and in concluding 
let me advise you, “Don’t make 
the unwarranted error of ignoring 
philatelic errors!
